THE ENLISTED MEN.

The Vast and Varled Fores of Meclhianion In
the Service —Were Skilled Fabor Finds
ftendy Employment With Sare 'ay.
Seaman Class Worst Pald.

Althongh the semmen and oven the
potty officors of the United Btates novy
are largely of foreign birth, there never
was n time when places in the navy be
low the rank of commissioned offieers
were so attenctive to native Ameoricans
As the old wooden ships and the ali

plhee to modern moarine machings the
navy bacomes more and more suited to
the tastes of capablo Amerieans.

Since the Kearsarge laid her bones
apon Roneador thera nre left in really
netive gervice only 10 wooden  ships,
thoogh there ave 15 others used aw yo.
eetving ships and as schoolships of one
wart or another, Al the galling ships
that ever mova from place to place pr
the tealuing ships and schoolships, The
novy has long been made up chicfly of
stemn propelled vessols and it will o
only & fow years before the whoie
tive lst will be composedd of iron or
wteel steamships

This gradual change in the novy has
wronght a marked chnnge in the per.
sonuel of the petty oflecya and the on-
listed men, a2 in the conditions under
which they work. Captain Codman’s
monrnful ery that there are no more
gatlors is5 as true of tho navy as of the
merchant servioe. The navy still ships
Eeminen at woges ranging from §16 to
$24 per month, but it also ships o host
of artifloers, mechauics, flromen and
whatnot at wages sometimes execeding
$70 por monih.

The new navy as it grows will need
an inereasing nowmber of men in these
specinl classes, There are nearly ps many
new vessels building as there are wood-
en ships now on tho active list, and ev.
ery new fron stoam progelled monster
that is ndded to the navy crestes an in-
crensed demand for the skilied and high
poid classes of enlisted men. Alroady
there are some scores of machinists at
$70 per month, boilor mekers at §00,
blacksmiths at 830, plambears at §45,
water tenders, ollars, firemen and print-
ers at from $30 to §40 per month, to say
nothiug of coppersmiths, shipwrights
and coal passers at wages varying from
#5650 per manth down to $93,

Tho seaman class, the worst paid of
all in ita lower branches, is very well
paid in the higher ranks. Tho Ind that
entors a8 & third olass apprentice at §9
pér month may reasonably hope to be.
come chief master at arms nt $65 per
month. The lad witha gift for musio

Boller feales.

The use of oll in proventing boiler
soalo now so prevalent is met with the
objection that in using other than stand-
ard oil of 150 to 300 degrees flre test
there is danger of the formation of what
is called ol soale. This, according to
chemionl authority, is owing to the fact
that when the higher fire test oils are
introduced they rise and float upon the
top of the water, and the latter, impreg-
nated with sediment and mud, boils
and bubbles up through the ofl seam on
top, and on the water becoming vapor-
fized it liberates the particles of mud
and scale contained, which fall back
upon this layer of oil upon the top of
tho water. After awhile the layer of oil
becomes s0 impregnated with mineral
substances that it sinks to the bottom
of the boiler, forming an incrustation,
or oil scalo, which is as injurious to the
boiler s is the lime or magnesium
senle,  But the same objeotion, it is ve-
marked, has also been made to crude
petrolenm. —New York Sun,
